H. I. Cone, 
retired rear-admiral and  *vice- 
president and general manager of 
the Fleet Corporation, today sub- 
mitted his resignation to Chairman 
O’Connor of the Shipping Board. 
The resignation was accepted. 
“The chairman of the Shipping 
Board was requested by me to ac- 
cept my resignation as a vice-pres- 
lident and a trustee of the Fleet 
| Corporation as soon as possible,” 
Rear-Admiral Cone said today. ‘ 
“The action of the board in 
shearing the Fleet Corporation of 
its powers and removing President 
Palmer before the inquiry of Mr. 
Dalton, the President's represen- 
tative, has been completed, is in- 
terpreted by me as openly defy- 
ing the President. Without re- 
gard to other considerations, I 
cannot as a retired ‘naval officer 
serve any organization that defies 
the wishes and policies of the 
President of the United States.”

Berkeley Professor Finds 
Fewer Children in Homes 
of College-Educated Folk

BERKELEY, Oct. 7.—After an 
exhaustive research, Dr. 8 J. 
Holmes, professor of zoology of 
the University of California, has 
announced that fewer children in 
the ratio of one to four are born 
to parents of college education 
than to parents not graduated fron: 
an institution of higher learning.

He also found that a college-e4- 
ucated wife leads to a smaller 
family than does a college-educat- 
ed husband: that college men tend 
to marry high-school graduates 
rather than college graduates and 
that the average number of broth- 
ers and sisters of the modern 
college youth is about 60 per cent 
less than the number possessed by 
their parents.

Gov. Ferguson Opposed to

AUSTIN (Tex.) Oct. 17.—Gov. 
Miriam A. Ferguson will make no 
effort to re-establish the honor 
farm for convicts, which was 
abolished a few days ago by or- 
der of the State Prison Commis- 
sion. This honor system of deal- 
ing with convicts was adopted by 
Gov. Pat M. Neff, about sit months 
before Mrs. Ferguson became 
Governor. 

Neff started out dy placing 
thirty-five convicts upon a State- 
owned farm situated near Sugar- 
land and removing all guards and 
other impediments to possible es- 
cape. The number of convicts 
upon the farm was increased later 
to about 100. The humanitarian 


plan seemed to work wonderfully 
well for a time, especially so 
long as Neff was Governor. Only 
three escapes occurred during the 
firet six months. 

The freedom was too much for 
many of the men, however, and the 
escapes became more and more 
frequent until a total of forty-eight 
had taken French leave. This was 
taken as evidence that the plan 
was impracticable and the Prison 
Commission decided to replace the 
guards and resume the restrictions 
that apply to convicts upon the 
other State-owned farms.

BERKELEY, Oct. 7.—“Why aid!

of Earl Jabs?’ That question, 
asked in sarcastic tones, ran 


through the bleachers like wild- 
fire at the California-Nevada grid- 
iron fray last Saturday, when the 
Golden Bears rolled up fifty-four 
markers, thirty of which were ac- 
counted for by the work-horse 
Jabs. who slashed and emashed his 
triumphant way for the greater 
part of three quarters of old-time 
straight football in his favorite role 
of fullback. This Jabs. you 
remember. was the bucking fool 
who did much to lay the hopes 
of Elmer 
at Berkeley. This Jabs, after 
brilliant playing in 1924, had been 
made over into a guard at the start 
of the 1925 season. But here is 
the story from the Golden Bear 
coaching staff—the explanation 
which, as ever, brands Andrew 
Latham Smith as the smart coach. 

It seems that good guard mate- 
rial was scarce at Berkeley when 
September 15 sounded the tocsin 
for official practice. Giddings, a 
behemoth guard, had suffered a 
knee injury on a cattle ranch last 
summer and was, therefore, count- 
ed out as an understudy for Carey, 
the Bruin ace guard. 80 Smith, 
knowing full well the ability of 
Jabs to take an overdose of pun- 
ishment and fight to the last gun, 
experimented.

COMBATING 
CRIME GIVEN 
Deputy District-Attorney 
Fricke Says Three Precau- 
tions Should Be Observed

“Lock your automobile when you 
park it. Don't leave your signa- 
ture around loose for forgers to 
copy. Investigate every business 
proposition before investing.” 

Observance of those three pre- 
cautions would go far toward elim- 
inating crime, according to Dep. 
Dist.-Atty. Charles W. Fricke, chief 
speaker at the Masonic Club at the 
Alexandria Hotel yesterday. Dist.- 
Atty. Keyes and his staff, as guests 
of the Magonic Club, were intro- 
duced to the members by Irving 


A. Mitchell, president of «he club. 


“The ‘ten-to-one’ case would 
never have happened if the victims 
made an investigation of the 


alluring proposition and of the 
man who presented it,” said 
Fricke. 


“Considering the population and 
prosperity of Los Angeles, the 
crime situation here is no worse, 
but rather better than in other 
American cities,” said the speaker. 
“Crime is caused by selfishness, 
by human weakness and by mental! 
defectiveness. It is difficuk to deal 


with crimes which have their origin 


in weakness, as, for instance, vio- 
lence done in anger. Crimes de- 
liberately committed from selfish- 
ness can be minimized by vor- 
ous prosecution and punishment of 
the criminals. In regard to men- 
tal defectives, they should be 
placed in institutions prepared for 
them and kept there—and the 
relatives of the weak-minded, who 
fail to co-operate in this disposition 
of the insane. are indirectly re- 
sponsible for the latter's crimes.”

“Whenever military power starts dic 
tating to the civil authority, by whatever 
means adopted, the liberties of the country 
are beginning to end.” Thig note of warn- 
ing voiced by the President in his address 
to the American Legionnaires at their an- 
nual convention is characteristic of its au- 
thor. One seeking political aggrandizement 
would have been prodigal in open or subtie 
flatteries. The President devoted himeelf 
to telling the members of the Legion, not 
perhaps what they would have liked to hear, 


consider. 

He was speaking to the men who in 1918 
‘formed a component part of our Liberty 
Army, the men who made it possible. not 
for America alone, but the “Allied and 4. 
sociated Powers” to win the World War. 
And the President expressed simply and 


concisely the final verdict as to the win- 


ning of the war when he said: “In the vie- 
tory that was finally gained by you and 
your foreign comrades you represented oa 
the battlefield the united efforts of our 
whole people.” 

There has been much discussion, some 
of it not very complimentary, as to whom 
the credit should go for winning the Wor'd 
War. Claims have been put forth by over- 
zealous patriots in the British Empire, 
France, Italy and our own country that are 
decidedly contradictory. The President dis- 
allows the claim of any individual army or 
people and places the credit where it ‘be 
longs: “By you and your foreign comrades.” 
This applies to every army and every peo- 
ple that fought on the Allied side during 
the war. 

And the President enlarged on this 
thought by giving to the world, through the 

of 


erance. 
Legion that the toast, “America first,” must 
not be drunk in a spirit of 
tary glory, that to be first in 
more desirable than to be first in 

it is 


whose thoughts are not our thoughts 
we are not warranted in drawing the 
conclusion that they are adding noth- 
ing to the sum of civilization. We can 
make little contribution to the welfare 
of humanity on the theory that we are 

a superior people and all others are 

an inferior people. We do not need to 

be too loud in the assertion of our own 

righteousness. 

Throughout the address the President 
stressed the waste, the horror and the in- 
justice of war and the danger to the com- 
monwealth when the military psurps civil 
authority. “It will always be impossible,” 
he warned, “to harmonize justice and war. 
It is always possible to purchase materials 
with money, but patriotism cannot be pur- 
chased. Unless the. people are willing to 
defend their country because of their belief 
in ft, because of their affection for it and 
because it is representative of their home, 
their country canmet be defended. ... 
In spite of all the arguments in favor of 
great military forces, no country ever had 
an army large enough to guarantee it 
against attack in time of peace or to in- 
sure its victory in time of war. The real 
question is whether spending more money 
to make a better military force would real- 
ly make a better country.” 

This question seems to have been an- 
swered pretty conclusively by Germany's 
experience since 1870. At the beginning of 
the World War Germany possessed the 
largest, best-equipped and best-disciplined 
army in the world; and it was that very 
military power which was Germany's un- 
doing. It brought about a dominance of the 
military in the government, caused Ger- 
many to attempt to be a dictator in inter- 
national disputes and finally led to a com- 
plete collapse. 

The President did not draw such com- 
parisons, but his meaning was clear when 
he asked why we should seek to make use 
of military force in international relations 
when the ends sought can be better se- 
cured through peaceful international agree- 
ment. This, he said, would make the money 
that might otherwise be expended on arma- 
ments available for making good roads. 
building better homes and establishing 
more securely the blessings of peace and 
progress. 

The address, cabled around the world, 
has already awakened favorable comment 
in the capitals of Europe. The spirit of 
tolerance voiced is the leaven that Europe 
badly needs. But the President placed a 
just limitation on tolerance when he said: 

I make no plea for leniency toward 
those who are criminal or vicious, are 
open enemies of society and are not 
prepared to accept the true standards 
of our citizenship. By tolerance I do 

‘not mean indifference to evil. I mean 

respect for different kinds of good.

to be feared, has but a feeble understand- 
ing of the essential attributes, philosophy 
and aspirations of bull buffaloes. 


LIMPSES OF REASON 

After toying and fidgeting for a decade 
with its growing unemployment problem the 
British government has evolved a belated 
scheme for dealing with it that at least con- 
tains the elements of common sense. 


Great Britain is hopelessly overpopulated. 
Changed world conditions since the war 
have unbalanced British industrial condi- 
tions. Frantic remedies, partly Socialistic 
and wholly sentimental, applied by politi- 
cians at their wits’ end, have only aggra- 
vated the evil. Unemployment doles have 
demoralized the workers; pandering to rad- 
ical labor has discouraged capital; exces 
sive taxation has crippled trade enterprise. 


Since enough profitable work does not 
come to the British workers at home, evi- 
dently the surplus must seek it in placed 
where there is still room for men and wom- 
en to earn a living. The British colonies, 
Canada, South Africa and especially Aus- 
tralia, contain plenty of opportunities for 
industrious agricultural workers. 

To ship families from a country where 
there is little chance for a livelihood to oth- 
ers that need man power is an obvious rem- 
edy for Britain's unemployment problem. 
But so far it has met with three insuper- 
able objections. The type of man that En- 
gland wanted to emigrate was not accept- 
able to the colonies.

SAN DIEGO, Oct. 7-—An impor- 
tant step toward the solution of 
the San Diego city water problem 
will come up before the voters of 
this city tomorrow at a specia) 
bond election for acquisition of the 
San Dieguito water system. 

Under the terms of the proposi- 
tion the city of San Diego will 

urchase the properties on the San 

eguito River now owned by the 
San Dieguito Water Company and 
other interests for a consideration 
of $3,750,000. Of this amount, 
which forms the original purchase 
price, only $600,000 will be paya- 
ble in cash upon ratification by the 
voters. The remainin 
paid over a period of thirty years 
out of revenues received by the city 
through the sale of water under 
contract to the Santa Fe Irrigation 
District, the San Dieguito Irrigation 
District, and the Del Mar Irriga- | 
tion District. The city is now pur- 
chasing 3,000,000 gallons per day 
from the present company. 

Included in the properties are 
the Sutherland reservoir and dam 
site, capable of storing 20,000,- 
000,000 gallons of water; the 
Pamo reservoir dam site, 
capable of storing 17,000,000- 
000 gallons of water; the Hodges 
dam and reservoir, that now holds 
14,000,000,000 gallons, and can be 
increased to 25,000,000,000 at a 
cost of less than $60,000; the San 
Dieguito dam and reservoir, Lock- 
wood Mesa reservoir, pipe ling 
connecting these reservoirs and 
pipe line leading to the San Diego 
city limits north of Del Mar. 

The El Capitan project on the 
San Diego River has been held up 
under litigation, which may con- 
tinue over a number of years. The 
San Dieguito project covers an area 
that ie said to receive the best an- 
nual rainfall in the county, and 
forms the most dependable source 
of water supply that San Diego 
could possibly obtain.
